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Encourage Innovative Public

Shringfield — Even though no 
funds have been distributed yet 
in two innovative public serv- 
ice programs being set up in 
Illinois public junior colleges, 
the Illinois Junior College Board 
is already planning to ask for 
nearly double the $2,150,000 ap- 
propriation to continue them 
next year 

Dr. John Forbes, associate 
secretary for recognition dnd 
public Service for the IJCB, 
said that to date grants totaling 
$600,168 have been approved in 
either of two programs, leaving 
a total of $1,549,832 still to be 
allocated. 

The funds are being awarded 
to state community colleges in 
either the “public service’’ or 

ntaged student” e- 
gory, with total appropriations 
of $750,000 and $1,400,000. for 
each, respectively. 

Final decisions are still be 
ing made on the nearly 200 ap- 
plications which have been re 
ceived from public junior col- 
leges around the state, and dis 
tribution of funds to . those 
schgols which have already 
been approved for grants will 
begin’ as soon as letters of 
agreement-~legally binding the 
schools to carry out the pro- 
grams—are signed, ‘Dr. Forbes 
said 

In an unusual approach to 
‘total accountability for monies 
received, the IJCB. and the 
state Board of Higher Educa 
tion, which jointly pass on 
grant applications, have de- 
vised a brief set’ of guidelines 
which are used in applying for 
money. 

These guidelines will show 
the purpose ‘of the project 
whom it will serve and to what 
benefit, as well as the basis 
on which the program can later 
be judged for success or fail 
ure. The back of the same 
sheet will contain spaces for 
evaluating the project in terms 
of these goals, when it is com- 
pleted. 

A final report, coupled 
with the initial application, 
must be returned by every 
school for every project 
funded, Dr. Forbes said, 
and a book will’ then be 
made up of the reports, 
with a copy going to every 
Illinois legislator. 

“This way, they’ll know 
just. what each school set 
out to do, how it went 
about it, how it spent its 
money, and. whether it suc- 
ceeded or-failed, and why,” 
he said.

ounces of a dry wine was drunk

‘The principel seems to be: all 
alcoholic drinks contain cal 
ries. In high proof drinks, 
as Scotch, the body absorbs 
most all the calories.

about half of the calorie count 

Furthermore, alcohol drunk 
before the meal is absorbed by 
the body shortly after con- 
sumption. It is not digested like 
foot; the body cannot store it 
up and must use it up. If one

Few Risks Taken by 
Drivers of Race Cars

Anyone who hds ever seen a 
Ted William, Sandy Koufax, 
Jack Nicklaus, or Parnelli Jones 
at work is instantly aware of 
one thing. He, or she, is watch- 
ing a master at work. Someone 

‘should put up-a sign — Genius 
at Work 

Williams could even make the 
trivial act of knocking dirt from 
his spikes look big league when 
he did it. Koufax was immedi- 
ately recognizable as the one in 
command when he pitched. To 
watch Nicklaus swing a golf 
club is to watch power un- 
leashed against a helpless golf 
ball. And to watch Parfelli 
drive a car is to see mind con- 
quer matter. 

Once Parnelli finds the fastest 
line around a track he stays on 
it. You’d think his car was on @ 
railroad track. If he kicks up 
a cloud of dust the first time 
around a turn he -will kick up 
the same cloud of dust in the 
same spot lap after lap. 

Yet if he is one of the fastest 
men around a track in a car, he 
takes no needless risk. The guy 
in the stands munching a hot 
dog might find it hard to be- 
lieve, but, for all the horsepow- 
er race drivers have at their 
éommand, they're not prone to 
taking needless risks. It's a 
trait shared by the Parnellt 
Jones, Mario Andrettis, Jackie 
Ickxs, and Mark Donohues. 

It’s also a trait actually 
one of several revealing traits 
— found in sports car drivers, 
says Bromley Clegg, a Sports 
Car Club of America driver 
school instructor. 

Clegg says that psychological 
tests “show that as a group 
race drivers tepd to be loners, 
self-assured, self-reliant, are 
not prone to taking risks, and 
are highly motivated.” 

‘The tests are given to trainees 
as part of research into sports 
psychology being conducted by 
Dr. Bruce Ogilvie and others at 
San Jose State College, Calif. 

But, Clegg says,.‘‘we don’t 
use these tests, to grade the 
students” as they go through 
trainee school. “We just co- 
operate” with Dr. Ogilvie, Clegg 
says, and if a driver wants to 
know how he tested out he can 
check with San Jose State. 

Clegg, an IBM systems engi- 
neer in San Jose, helps run the 
San Francisco Region SCCA 
driver training school, one of 
more than 100 held in over ‘100 
regions across the nation. 


“As far as road racing goes,” 
Clegg says, ‘this is the primary 
avenue getting into the sport.” 


Requirements are few. You 
have to hold a membership in 
;the Sports Car Club of America, 
be at least 18, and meet the 
school fee of $150. 

Driver school consists of 
ground schools (classroom 
work), car inspections, and ac- 
tual on-the-track sessions. 

The proper car preparation 
and safety are stressed in the 
first meetings. “We're mostly 
concerned they have a safe, re- 
liable car,” Clegg says. Stu- 
dents don't have to hop it up to 
the nth degree until they get 
through school. 

“They can learn to drive just 
as well at a slower speed,” he 
says. 

What motivates secretaries, 
bankers, engineers, lawyer's, 
city planners, even sportswrit- 
ers to want to race cars? 


Clegg says a “fair percent- 
age just want to have fun.” 
Only a few enroll with the idea 
of turning pro. One who even- 
tually did wind up as a pro 
driver after being trained in a 
Northern California school was 
Ron Grable. The Belmont, 
Calif., driver eventually gradu- 
ated to Trans-Am races. He 
was-an engineer years ago 
now he's a full-time driver and 
builder and was one of the to} 
four drivers in 1970. ;

Presently Illinois still has an 
estimated °5,500 miles that still 
has the. 18-fopt wide pavement. 
This type of highway is con- 
sidered by traffic experts to be 
dangerous. Jn the past few 
yearg Illinois) has widened sev- 
eral [thousand miles of the 18- 
foot pavement and also widened 
narrow bridges. 

It is estimated that the 5,500 
miles yet left to be .widened, 
some 3,000 miles are on the 
statels. primary highway sys 
tem.

The costs are shared between 
the state and federal govern- 
ment) on a 50-50 basis.

After the Cuban _ missile 
crisis that erupted 10 years ago, 
the Soviet Union made no fur- 
ther attempt to establish a 
strategic weapons base in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Nikita Khruschey got’ his fin- 
gers butned by the determina- 
tion of the United States to keep 
Soviet missiles out of Cuba 

Advancing technology has 
had much to do with the 
low-key nature of Russian 
military activity in Cuba in 
the past decade. 

Today, missile submarines 
cruising submerged off our 
coasts can target the same 
U. §, cities that were threat- 
ened by Soviet missile em- 
placements discovered in 
Cuba in 1962. 

Nevertheless, the Russians 
are continuing to invest in their 
important toehold in the Carib; 
bean and in the career of 
Cuba’s fulminating Communist 
dictator, Fidel Castro. 

The attempt to make Cuba a 
western showplace of Marxist 
revolution has cost the Russians 
an estimated $3 billion in eco- 
nomic aid, plus an untold 
amount of military assistance.

But Russia Still Dominates Cuba 


The disastrous sugar harvest 
of 1970 has increased Cuban de- 
pendence on Moscow. 

The recent decision to make

Big Growth in Jobs Expected from

‘The General Sharing Bill just 
signed into law by President 
Nixon may well generate about 
a half-million jobs per year 
over the next five years 

This’ estimate is independent 
of the current growth rate in 
the economy, which has devel 
oped 2.7 million new jobs in 
the last“13 months. 

The enormous  job-creating 
effect of this revenue sharing 
is not well understood. 

From . 50% to 80% of 
state and local government 
income is spent in employ- 
ment costs. Since a heavy 
demand exists for additi 
al municipal, county 
state services, we can an- 
ticipate a heavy use of rev- 
enue sharing money for 
more services. 


Provision for more serv- 
ices means the creation of 
thousands .of new jobs. 
These will be useful, mean- 
ingful jobs not “make 
work” employment.

‘No Time for Waiting Game When 
Autumn Turns Leaves to Flame. . . 


Shortening days and cooler 
nights, not necessarily frosts, 
are credited with bringing out 
the brilliant leaf colors which 
brighten urban and rural areas 
of the, Quad-Cities and Mid- 
western environs each fall 

Why this comes about is ex- 
plained in a folder passed along 
by Burl Ashley through Albert 
Meyer of the SIU News Service. 

Mr. Ashley is U. S. Forest 
Service timber mangement field 
specialist in the State and Pri- 
vate Forestry Offices at Car- 
bondale. : 

Colors begin to replace green 
in leaves as daylight hours 
shorten and night time temper- 
atures cool down into the mid 
dle or low 40s. 

The yellow or orange carot- 
enoids that account for the col- 
or really are in the leaves all 
summer. 

But they are masked by the 
green af the chlorophyll that is 
busy through the long, warm 
spring and summer days. The 
task of chlorophyll is to man- 
ufacture plant food for plant 
growth from. carbon dioxide, 
water and nutrients from the 
soil. 

The food mafufacturing 
slows down or stops when the 
daylight hours shorten in the 
fall and night time tempera- 
tures fall. 

The chlorophyll breaks 
down and green colors dis- 
appear, making the yellow 
and orange colors visible. 

At the same time, other 
chemical changes may take 
place in the leaves, caus- 
ing other pigments to form 


that vary from yellow to 
red or, blue, giving rise to 
reddish and purplish fall 
colors in the leaves of such 
plants as dogwood, sumac, 
sugar maple, sweet gum 
and others. 

Other trees may display more 
yellow colors while some are 
brownish. 

Generally, the colors result 
from a mixing of various 
amounts, of green chlorophyll 
and other pigments in the 
leaves. 

This is how it works. Dur 
ing the warm sunny part of fall 
days, sugar is manufactured ir 
the plant leaves, but the quick 
cooling when the sun sets pre 
vents the sugar from moving 
out of the leaves to the rest 
of the trees for continued 
growth 

Red pigments form from the 
sugar trapped in the leaves. 

Degrees of color often vary 
on some jtrees between the sun 
ny and the shady side of the 
tree, being more red on the 
sunny side and more yellow 
on the shady side 

Leaves, on some trees never 
really show bright ‘colors but 
just turn dull brown from cel 
death and decay. 

Colors | may vary from year 
to year,| depending on a com 
bination of weather condition 

Coloring may be less brilliant 
in warm, cloudy and. rainy fal 
weather because small amounts 
of sugar form in the leayes and 
it may move out during warm 
er nights, leaving less available 
for forming color pigments

Access to Busy Public Safety Airwaves Becoming Matter of Life and Death in Many Areas

Overcrowded police radio 
bands are becoming a matter 
of life and death in many parts 
of the country. 

In a Chicago suburb recently, 
Police Patrolman Anthony 
mond was making a radio de 
scription of a suspicious car 
when his message was 
“jammed” by airwave traffic 
overload. 

Raymond was abducted by 
unknown persons — perhaps oc 
cupants of the car he was t 
ing, to describe by radio when 
he was cut off—and there were 
no clues. 

Patrolman Raymond's plight 
was one visible consequence of 
a daily battle across the nation 
for accéss to public safety air- 
waves. 

Jammed police radio, frequen- 
cies, saturated by more calls 
than can be handled, pose a 
growing threat to public safety 
and to the lives of police offi- 
cers. 

According to the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
conditions in and around New 
York City are as bad as the 
Greater Chicago area. 

_ Similarly, Los Angeleg and 
its environs have ‘very tight” 
communications problems. 

The same is true, the FCC 
says, for Boston and Philadel- 
phia. 

“Iny Greater Chicago, as 

Many as 37 suburban com- 


munities use a single police 
communications frequency. 

The result is that urgent 

communications are often 
“captured” and knocked off 
the air, sometimes by an- 
other police agency unaware 
that someone else is al- 
ready transmitting. — - 
The situation is similar in 
many respects to the story of 
years ago when a Mrs. Brown, 
trying to phone’ the local fire 
department to report that her 
house was on fire, couldn’t get 
her: neighbors to give up the 
party line; and the house 
burned down 

Police in many areas are 
finding that they sometimes 
cannot get as much as 10 sec- 
onds of free air time on their 
two-way “party line” radios, 
especially on Friday and Satur- 
day evenings when the number 
of incidents increases. 

This communications “black- 
out’ minimizes the effectiveness 
of so-called modern crime-fight- 
ing equipment 

The FCC explains that 
there)is only a fixed amount 
of air space which can be 
allocated ,for private dis- 
patch communication. 

It has been trying to rem- 
edy the logjam in the police 
and public safety area by 
assigning unused UHF (ultra 
high frequency) television 
channels .for land mobile 
radio use. 

So far, seven of these chan- 


nels in the lower number range 
have been set aside for this 
purpose. Others are still under 
consideration at higher UHF 
frequencies« 

But police are relying to a 
far greater degree than ever 
before on radio equipment. 

Virtually every fopt pa- 
trolman in major cities now 
has a walkie-talkie. 

Motor scooter patrols, 
horse patrols and other units 
which previously relied on 
police call boxes or other 
forms of communication 
now depend on two-way 
radios. 

But in order to make these 
modern communications effec- 
tive, it is essential that there 
are clear channels for the emer- 
gency calls to get through. 

“Otherwise,” says Washing- 
ton, D. C., Police Lieutenant 
Walter Shroeder, “We might as 
well go back to the 50-cent 
whistle fot an officer to use to 
summon help.” 

The FCC has suggested that 
despite new channel allocations, 
suburban communities ought to 
share a common radio hookup 
which would allow for better 
monitoring of the air and as- 
sure that. all calls eventually 
get through. 

Some could be kept in a 
“holding pattern’ temporarily 
if a single operator were moni- 
toring all calls. Studies are un- 
der way in the Chicago areg to 
provide some sort of pooling. 


Meanwhile, mobile radio com- 
panies are moving ahead with 
research projects aimed at un- 
snarlirig| the two-way communi- 
cation problem in the nation. 

Among these are data print- 
out devices. 

Information such as auto li- 
cense numbers, registration and 
other information which might 
take some time to transmit 
orally by radio could be sent at 
high’ speed and printed on a 
special receiver mounted on the 
patrol car’s dashboard. 

A high speed ‘‘burst’’ system 
is under development by Motor- 
ola 

This is something like the old 
code scrambler devices used in 
World War II. 

The difference is that normal 
speech is compressed and 
transmitted in “beeps’? which 
are then slowed down and gon- 
verted by the receiver. ‘The 
amount pf air time is reduced 
considerably 

Other firms are develop- 
ing emergency “beeper”? 
devices and other gadgets 
that would allow a patrol- 
man to notify his headquar- 
ters that he was faced with 
an emergency situation. 

In Illinois, the crowded 
local airwaves have led to 
most police cars being in- 
stalled with a second radio 
that connects them to what 
is known as the Illinois State 
Police Emergency Radio 
Network. All suburban de- 


partments hear mesages on 
this “Ispern” network. 

However, this is designed 
for use by officers only 
when an emergency occurs, 
not priar to one. 

Thus, in the case of Chi 
Patrolman Raymond, , the sec 
‘ond circuit would ‘have been 
open to him only after the sus: 
picious car had discharged per 
sons who then committéd a 
crime. 

@vercrowded and undercoor- 
dinated police radio channels in 
the suburbs have been a grow 
ing concern of law enforcement 
officials in recent years 

But now the situation is 
reaching the emergency point. 

As electronic capability in- 
creases, so does the) prospect 
that the message won't get 
through, at all. 

A typical suburban 
is that of Northwest 
County around Chicago. 

It is comprised of nine com- 
munities with a total of 318,992 
residents, It includes Arling- 
ton Heights, Buffalo Grove, El- 
gin, Morton Grove, Mount Pros- 
pect, Niles, Palatine, Rolling 
Meadows and Wheeling. 

Radio operators on this net- 
work have called transmission 
a ‘“madhouse” between 4 p.m 
and midnight almost every 
night, 

Similar situations are devel-

Girls Athletic Policy 
Set by School Board 


Girls in Granite City junior 
and senior high schools will 
continue to refrain from inter- 
scholastic athletic competition, 
according to a policy adopted 
by the Board of Education 
Monday night: 


The board acted on the policy 
recommendations for girls var- 
sity sports presented by Miss 
Barbara Kerch, consultant for 
physical education, who noted 
that during the past few years 
there has been a marked 
growth in interscholastic var- 
sity athletic competition for 
girls with the endorsement of 
the Illinois High School Associ- 
ation. 

According to the policy state- 
ment, the senior high schools 
may ‘participate in district and 
state tournaments sponsored by 
the IHSA in the sports for 
which appropriate. supervision, 
facilities -and budget can be 
made available and which are 
included as a. part of the 
school’s instructional and intra- 
mural program jor girls. 

Senior-high-schools may issue 
and accept invitations for 
sports days and matches in in- 
dividual and team. activities 
that are approved by the JHSA 
when the administration re- 
sponsible for the girls program 
believes it would be beneficial 
to the students to participate. 

The schools will continue to 
participate in _ tournament, 
award, camp, workshop, clinic 
and piay day programs of the 


primary emphasis on the exist- 
ing GAA and intramural pro- 
grams as long as there is suf- 
ficient student ‘interest. 

A major objective of the pro- 
gram is and»shall continue to 
be to provide both competitive 
and non - competitive exper- 
iences among the various 
schools within the district. 

Priority in the -selection of 
staff, use of facilities and ex- 
penditures shall be as follows: 

Required instructional pro- 
gram; before and after school 
interclass intramural programs 
within each building; coordin- 
ated competitive and non-com 
petitive programs between the 
secondary schools. within the 
district, including GAA _pro- 
grams; participation in IHSA- 
sponsored district and state 
tournaments; and department- 
ally controlled sports days.

Air pollution in Granite City 
is getting worse, not better, Dr 
Reed Sutton, assistant technical 
secretary of the Granite City 
Air Pollution Control Board, 
told the City Council Monday 
night 

Sutton disagreed with a re- 
port released by Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvie and printed in the 
Press-Record: Oct. 30 in which 
the Governor cited. ‘dramatic 
and continuing improvement” 
of the air quality at the 2ist 
and Iowa stréets sampling sta- 
tion. 

“[ would certainly like to 
agree with the trend as shown, 
but the data from our sampling 
stations indicates _ otherwise,” 
Sutton told the adlermen. He 
cited figures charting an aver; 
age increase of 54% in thé 
amount of dust the air at 
four sampling stations in Gran- 
n January 1970 
and September 1972 
The largest increase was at 
the Granite City Main Fire St 


Reductions 


He also noted a 29% increase 
at Lake’ School. ‘Our data indi- 
cates that the airborne dust 
problem in Granite’ City is not 
improving, but is getting worse. 
Therefore, the main effort of 
this office is to find ways that 
this, trend can be reversed,” 
the air pollution control official 
said 

Ogilvie med that in the 
Illinois portion of the St. Louis 
metropolitan area, “the amount 
of particulate matter measured 
in the area has beer reduced 
almost halfway or more toward 

| of federal and state air 
quality standards.” He said 
the measurements covered a 
three-year period. 

Ogilvie credited the reduction 
to ‘the state’s “accelerating ef 
forts to crack down on he 
polluters,” and to the coopera: 
tion of industrial firms and citi- 
zens ‘in Illinois.

Now Legal in Urban Are 


With old man winter /just 
around the corner, the Illinois 
State Bar Association has come 
up with some winter driving 
tips, including a few pointers 
on-the law. 

First, the bar group-observes, 
it is now legal in urban areas 
for one vehicle to push another. 
The person whose car becomes 
stalfed in a residential or busi- 
ness district is free to call upon 
a neighbor or friendly motorist 
for a push to help get his car 
started. Pushing of one vehicle 
by another had been prohibited 
under a 1967 law and still is il- 
legal on public roadways in 
rural areas, where the pace of 
traffic poses greater dangers 

Motorists are cautioned, how- 
ever, that pushing of vehicles 
always |is hazardous because of 
the poor control of his vehicle 
by the|.driver who is being 
pushed |and the obstructed vi- 
sion of |the dfiver who is doing 
the pushing. ‘Moreover, pushing 
can reguit in damage (o auto- 

ic transmission and to the 
ensjon system of the new 
bsorbing type bumpers 

Here | are other matters of 
law and common sense dealing 
with winter driving: 

Keep| windows free of ice 
and snow. A peep-hole through 
a windshield that is otherwise 
covered with ice and snow 
isn’t enough to satisfy the law 
or provide safe driving. You 
must have clear vision of the 
highway unobstructed by any 
“non-transparent material” on 
the fropt windshield or on side 
or rear| windows. 

Turn bn headlights for. safety. 

aw requires that head- 


out 


lights be turned on “when vis- 
ibility is so limited as to re- 
quire the use of lights for safe- 
ty” as well as all times be- 
tween sunset and sunrise. A 
heavy rain, snow fall, fog or 
exceptionally dark days may 
call for the use of headlights. 
Parking lights, _ incidentally, 
don’t fulfill this requirement. 

Snow tires legal. Studded 
snow tires can be used on IIli- 
nois highways as of Oct..1 and 
through May 1 of next year. 
Some states, however, prohibit 
the use of studded tires at any 
time. 

Keep your distance. A safe 
distance between you and the 
vehicle ahead is one thing un 
der good) weather and road 
conditions and another if driv- 
ing is hazardous. The law says 
one vehicle may not follow an- 
other “more closely than is 
reasonable and prudent’? and 
this can be determined only by 
prevailing - conditions. — Allow 
greater intervals if visibility is 
poor or road conditions are 
bad. 

Reduce speed for safety. The 
law, as well as common sense, 
requires to reduce speed 
whenever “a special hazard 
exists . . . by reason of weather 
or road conditions.” 

Always signal for a 
There is no exception to 
rule. If the electronic turn 
dicator isn’t working, give the 
proper hand signal
